If they make 
themſelves ſuſpicious who chooſe to ſell their Wares in a.dark 
Shop, what do they do who ſell them by the Light of ſuch Fires ? 
The Lord Falkland and Dr. Hammond excuſe the Proteſtants 
from much of this barbarous Cruelty, confefling a little to be 
too much. To this Head I may reduce an Argument - ab incon- 
mods ;, as that it makes the Magiſtrates to make themſelves par- 
tics in the Factions of their Subjets, and many times run 
needleſs Hazards from the ill humours of their People ; and

wiſeſt Man in the World, to know how to govern ſuch unruly 
People, who are always ſtriving to get the Civil Sword into 
their Hands, not for common Defence, but to oppreſs- their 
Antagoniſts, often quarrelling about- ions, in themſelves 
perhaps not very material to Religion,- which have been long 
diſputed, and may be diſputed fone fine, as the Controverſies 
abaut Free-Will, ion and Reprobation have been. [Nor is 
ir for the Magiſtrates Intereſt, that Men who might live-yſe- 
fully in the Common-Wealth ſhould be kept in Jails for diſci- 
plinary hotions in Religion, which are uncertain, or manifeſt- 
ty falſe, ſuppoſing Men to be Churches, or pure Churches, 
which are-not ſo : like making Shoes for all Men-by.one Laſt, 
and the Prayers to ſerve for Men of- contrary. Tempers, 


.and in contrary Circumſiances, as'we have lately experien- 


ced. 
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
